SAM & MARILYN EVENSIZER

Sam and Marilyn Evensizer 
will serve as grand marshals of 
the 61st Rogue River National 
Rooster Crow. 

According to Rogue River 
Chamber of Commerce presi- 
dent Bryan Dorsey, the Evans 
Valley natives were chosen to 
preside over this year's festivities 
because of their “big role in the 
histories of both Rogue River and 
Wimer.” 

Well into their 80s,"they are 


still going strong in the commu- 
nity with all their fund-raising ac- 
tivities,” Dorsey added. 

“The Chamber felt they were 
a good choice” to represent the 
volunteer spirit that fuels Rogue 
River. 

Sam, who can trace his roots 
in the Evans Valley to 1876, is 
president of the Woodville Mu- 
seum, and both Evensizers are 
active members of New Begin- 
nings Christian Center. 

Since moving back to their 
hometown nearly 10 years ago, 
the 1944 graduates of Rogue 


River High School have devoted 
countless hours to community 
service. 


Sam's skill with wood and 
Marilyn's expertise with thread 
and needle have helped raise 
money for their passions: the 
Woodville Museum and missions 
projects at New Beginnings. 

The museum is “our second 
home,” Marilyn said, and their 
church, “a second family.” 

Due to their leadership, “the 
folks at the Woodville Museum 
do a great job of preserving the 
past for future generations,” 
Dorsey said. 

Both Evensizers, however, 
are quite humble, and feel that 
“sO many others” are more de- 
serving of the distinction as grand 
marshal, Sam said. 

He said that he “didn't have 
the slightest idea,” he was being 
considered. But, when he was 
approached, he said he told 
Dorsey that Marilyn would have 
to also ride along in the parade 
and share the honor. 

“Marilyn and | do everything 
together, we always have, and 
that's the way it's going to be,” he 
said. 

In fact, on a recent May after- 
noon, the Evensizers, who both 
turn 88 in August, were spending

KIWANIS’ HEART & SOUL

When Charlie Weaver 
passed away earlier this year, a 
community moumed. 


“He will be greatly missed,” 
John Krawczyk said, echoing 
many others throughout the com- 
munity of Rogue River upon 
hearing the news that Weaver 
had died Sunday, January 26. 

Many folks also recalled 
Weaver's dedication to the com- 
munity. 

“A constant volunteer, he 
gave so many hours to so many 
organizations and community ef- 
forts,” recalled Mark Reagles, 
who was a member of the same 
Kiwanis Club and witnessed first- 
hand Weaver's energy and wit as 
he volunteered at annual events, 
like Rooster Crow. “I think his 
whole life was about giving to this 
community. He had such fond 
memories about growing up 
here.” 

Weaver passed away just

two weeks shy of his 74th birth- 
day, after suffering from compli- 
cations associated _—_-with 
pulmonary fibrosis — a condition 
diagnosed just this last summer. 

Ever since their childhood in 
Arizona, Weaver loved “all things 
Western,” and always wore his 


trademark white Stetson and 
westem shirts. 

In 1950, the family moved 
with their parents to Rogue River. 

Here, Earl and Ruby Weaver 
opened Weaver's Cash Market 
on Depot Street. The store was 
the social hub. And, just like

today, young Charlie knew just 
about everyone in town. 

“| started working behind the 
counter of the folks’ store when | 
was 10 or 11 years old,” Weaver 
recalled in an interview published 
in the Rogue River Press on Feb- 
ruary 10, 2010, the day before his 
70th birthday. 

A 1958 graduate of Rogue 
River High School, enlisted in the 
United States Navy in 1961. After 
a 10-year tour of duty aboard a 
submarine, and sailing the Pa- 
cific, hop-scotching bases in 
Japan, Guam, Okinawa, Korea, 
the Philippines, and Alaska, he 
wound down his 28-year career 
in Diego Garcia in the Indian 
Ocean. 

Acommunications specialist, 
he said, he had opportunities 
waiting for him in Washington, 
D.C., but Rogue River's “family 
atmosphere” drew him back to 
his hometown. 

“It's a place where people 
care about one another,” he said.

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EVENSIZERS from page 3 
quality time together trimming 
and pruning shrubs on the 
grounds of Woodville Museum. 

Sam's attitude: “It's what 
we do.” 

Their labor, he said, keeps 
the cost of “hired help” down 
and saves money for museum 
projects. 

Friends in high school, 
Sam and Marilyn dated after 
graduation and were married 
August 2, 1946 while he was a 
medic in the U.S. Army Air 
Corps stationed in Spokane, 
Wash. 

After the birth of their first 
son, John, and Sam's honor- 
able discharge, the young cou- 
ple moved to a shack on the 
old Evensizer place on the 
banks of upper Evans Creek, 
where Sam and his brother, 
Dan, lived a Huck Finn exis- 
tence as boys. 

Electricity didn't power the 
homes up the creek until 1953.

They relied on wood heat, coal 
and oil lamps, hauled water 
from the streams and used 
outdoor privies. 

They adopted their second 
son, Tom, in 1954, and when 
he reached school age, the 
couple moved to the Portland

metro area to access better 
schooling and services for their 
hearing impaired youngest 
son. 

The Evensizers spent the 
next 46 years in the Portland- 
Milwaukie area. Marilyn was a 
stay-at-home wife and mother

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while Sam drove truck. 

After logging more than 
two million miles and thou- 
sands of days and nights on 
the road, he retired. 

In retirement, they traveled, 
and delved head-long into their 
arts and crafts hobbies. Sam 
built birdhouses. Marilyn 
painted and sewed quilts. 

Finally, they returned once 
again to Rogue River to be 
closer to their son, John, 
grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren, and renew old 
acquaintances with school 
chums. 

“It was the best move,” 
Marilyn said. 

And, while most of their 
classmates “have gone, 
passed away,’ they meet once 
a month to lunch with those 
who are left. 

Marilyn called Rogue River 
“a colorful little town” filled with 
“sO many people serving in so 
many ways.” 

Life is filled with “joy and 
blessings” when you serve, 
she said.

Members of the Rogue 
River Fire District (RRFD) 
spent most of the Rooster 
Crow celebration demonstrat- 
ing their training exercises and 
equipment operations to the 
crowd gathered at Rogue 
River Elementary School. 

“A lot of people see us as 
we make our medical calls,” 
said Former Chief Ben Ram- 
sey. “Unless something major 
happens in town, many don't 
get to see us or our gear in ac- 
tion.” 

First, the RRFD crew set up 
a rope rescue demonstration. 
Securing a number of ropes 
between two trees a few hun- 
dred feet apart, one firefighter 
was hauled up into the air and 
maneuvered by other firefight- 
ers on the ground. Pulling on 
the ropes, they brought him 
into position above a fire- 
fighter playing the part of res- 
cue victim. 

RRFD firefighter Jeff 
Fitzgerald, using a micro- 
phone and public address 
speakers, explained how the 
rope rescue operation would

be used to rescue a hiker from 
a canyon or swimmers 
stranded in the river. 

“It's something we rarely 
have to do,” he said. “But, it's 
something that we have to 
train for and be prepared for. 
That's part of our job.” 

Next, the RRFD personnel 
setup an extrication scenario 
involving a wrecked car and 
the Jaws of Life. 

Firefighters recruited a fe- 
male volunteer from the crowd 
to play the victim trapped in 
the wrecked Saturn Firefight- 
ers in full turnout gear — al- 
most 50 pounds of equipment 
— set to work on the rescue 
operation. Other crew mem- 
bers checked on the victim 
while others inspected the ve- 
hicle. 

“You have to be careful with 
some vehicles,” Fitzgerald 
said. “The air-shocks on front- 
and rear bumpers can ex- 
plode - which turns that 
bumper into a deadly flying 
projectile. So, we have to be 
cautious when approaching a 
vehicle.”

The firefighters set up the 
Jaws of Life and began using 
it to remove the damaged pas- 
senger side door. In the mean- 


| time, other firefighters saw to 


the “medical needs” of the vic- 
tim in the car, while their part- 


| ners used a power saw to 
= 


remove the windshield. The 


sj firefighters moved quickly, but 
_| cautiously, always assessing 
| the situation and considering 


their options. 

“Our main concern is re- 
moving the victim from the car 
as soon as possible,” Fitzger- 
ald said. “However, we have 
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to factor in the victim's condi- 
tion and make sure she's pro- 
tected from further harm.” 

After several minutes, the 
firefighters removed the young 
woman from the vehicle, their 
efforts applauded by the 
crowd. 

“It's good for everyone, 
these demonstrations,” Ram- 
sey said. “It's good for the 
public because they get to see 
what we have to face some 
times when we have certain 
calls. And, it's good for the 
guys, since they (use the time) 
to train and use the gear.”

CHAMPIONSHIP 
RULES 


7. One rooster per entrant. 

2. The rooster must be in a cage. 
3. Entrant must furnish one judge, 
14 years of age or older. 

4. Crow tallies may be verified by 
Crow officials at any time. 

5. No mechanical, electrical, physical, 
or chemical stimulants or devices will 
be allowed in the cage with the rooster. 
6. In no case will the roosters be 
abused or mistreated. 


Interpretation, application and enforcement of 
these rules are the prerogative of the Rogue 
River Kiwanis Club, and violations may result 
in warning or disqualification.

He found a second career 
“caring for others.” Still working 
at nearly 74, he was a real es- 
tate broker at Bradley Realty 
and a busy community volun- 
teer. 

Krawczyk, the current presi- 
dent of the Rogue River Kiwanis 
Club, said that with 22 years 
under his belt, Weaver was the 
longest serving Kiwanian and 
had been president several 
times. 

“He was the heart and soul 
of the club,” Krawczyk said. 

Weaver was “instrumental” 
in several Kiwanis projects, es- 
pecially the annual Easter egg 
hunt at Beck Field, the Rooster 
Crow competition, and the Stu- 
dent of the Month program. 

“He loved being a part of the

He was always proud of 
their academic and _ athletic 
achievements. 

Weaver was a perennial es- 
cort at Miss Rogue River pag- 
eants, dressed in his dress Navy 
blues. And, every Christmas, he 
donned a red suit and white 
beard to play Santa Claus at the 
city’s annual tree lighting cere- 
monies, riding into the down- 
town plaza aboard a fire truck or 
ambulance. 
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Humble to a fault, Weaver 
commented that “there are so 
many more who do so much 
more” when he accepted the 
award for “Civic Volunteer of the 
Year” at the 2013 Community 
Volunteer Recognition. 

“| was surprised having my 
name among so many dedi- 
cated people,” he told a reporter. 

Weaver had a front row seat 
at the city’s first Rooster Crow in 
1953, and at every one after his 
reitirn to Rogue River in 1989. 

“| remember when it was 
held down on Depot Street,” he 
recalled once. “Cages lined 
each side of the street, and 
there were roosters and people 
up and down, all along the 
curbs.” 

He Jaughed at the memory 
of one contest that started with 
a bang. The police chief was to 
blow a whistle at 10 a.m. to sig- 
nal the start. No one heard the 
whistle, so he fired his pistol. 

“Everyone was scared silly, 
the roosters too,” he added. 

Those first events were fes- 
tivals, complete with barbecues 
and open air dancing on “huge 
cement slab under the shade 
trees in the park along Wards 
Creek,” he recalled. 

“We had live orchestras per- 
forming and all ages were out 
there dancing. 

“We had a lot of fun.”

Shade Coombs, inspired 
by the tale of Welsh coal min- 
ers who staged colorful rooster 
crowing contests during their 
holidays, shared the idea with 
fellow merchants interested in 
generating a little publicity and 
self-promotion. 

Coombs'’s proposition was 
accepted by the Rogue River 
Booster Club and funds were 
set aside for a cash prize for 
the owner of the rooster that 
crowed the most within a 30- 
minute period. 

The first contest was held 
May 23, 1953. There were 75 
roosters perched and ready to 
let loose when Chief of Police 
William Peters fired the open- 
ing gun at 10 a.m. The caged 
cocks were free to crow for half 
an hour. Hollerin' Harry crowed 
71 times and eamed his owner 
$50. 

Now, $50 was a sizable 
sum, considering that in 1953, 


gas was 25 cents a gallon as 
were a loaf of bread and a gal- 
lon of milk. And, coffee was a 
mere 50 cents a pound. 
Interstate 5 had yet to be 
built, but still more than 500 
people traveled to the tiny

ing lived up to his name, his 
owner disgustedly bid 10 cents 
and then watched a flurry of 
bidding. After high bidder 
Harold McKenzie paid $50, 
there was a rush of rooster 
owners hoping to cash in, but 
the bidding dropped rapidly. 

A drizzling rain that turned 
to a downpour failed to dampen 
the spirits of the spectators or 
the boosters, and Medford, 
Grants Pass and Portland 
media gave the crow fest such 
favorable publicity, the boosters 
decided to hold a second con- 
test on September 5, 1953. 

According to a Rogue River 
Press article published in June 
1954, organizers expected 
1,500 people to attend that 
summer's crow fest. Instead, 
2,000 folks poured into the city 
and witnessed Rocky knock 
out the competition with 79 
crows. 

The successful event has 
continued for nearly 60 years, 
and the 59th crowing contest 
will again be held on the last 
Saturday in June. The Rogue 
River Chamber of Commerce 
and Kiwanis co-sponsor the 
weekend. 

In conjunction with Rogue 
River's centennial celebration, 
100 gold coins will be awarded 
the owner of the rooster that 
crows 100 times --- a feat that 
hasn't been accomplished 
since 2005. (And, before that, 
the last time was in 1978.) 

Before all the cock-a-doo- 
dle-doo-ing begins, there is a 
rooster-themed parade---this 
year, the theme is “A Century of 
Hometown Pride.” 

In addition to the centennial 
memorabilia, roosters will ap- 
pear everywhere---on T-shirts,

“Well, the freeway took out 
the park, and that ended that,” 
he added.

Not much has changed 
since 1953, when the first Na- 
tional Rooster Crow Champi- 
onship was held in Rogue 
River. 

The rules are simple. Each 
person can enter one rooster; 
the rooster must remain in the 
cage throughout the contest. 
An impartial judge is assigned, 
and the tallying begins at 2:30 
p.m. No mechanical, electrical, 
physical or chemical stimulants 
or devices are allowed. More- 
over, roosters cannot be mis- 
treated or abused. 

Each rooster has 30 min- 
utes to crow his heart out. 

Never mind that most of

Rooster Crow turns 61 this 
year. 

Who would have thought that 
something inspired by old Welsh 
traditions — rooster crowing con- 
tests held during holiday celebra- 
tions - would have grown into a 
major annual event? 

According to old press ac- 
counts, in 1953, a local named 
Shade Coombs remembered 
stories of Welsh coal miners and 
their holiday rooster crowing con- 
tests. Coombs felt that such a 
contest would be a great way 
to generate publicity and help 
promote local businesses. 

The idea was to see which 
rooster could crow the most 
within 30 minutes — and its owner 
would win money if it crowed the 
most.

The contest was such a suc- 
cess, having drawn media atten- 
tion from as far as Portland, that 
Rogue River held another one 
Sept. 5 that same year. 

June 1954 marked the next 
event, which drew in more than 
2,000 people — far more than 
they had originally anticipated. 

From that point on, Rooster 
Crow has continued to grow and 
is now one of the most well- 
known events in the Rogue Val- 
ley. Over the years, a parade was 
added, along with a human crow- 
ing contest. And, now, people can 
also enjoy a classic car show, art 
shows and hundreds of vendors. 

Not bad for a little rooster 
crowing contest.

However, when the 30 
minutes was over, he would 
not be crowned champion 
crower. 

George, owned by Jason 
and Dani Duby of Merlin, was 
the winner earning the $150 
prize with more than 44 crows. 

“| grew up in Rogue River 
all my life and never been to a 
Rooster Crow,” Duby said.
